This is a decision, sua sponte, v^ithdrawing the holding of abandonment of the above identified 
application. A Notice of Abandonment has not been mailed. 



A Notice of Change of Correspondence Address was filed on October 19, 1999 with the filing of 
the instant application. On November 10, 1999, a Notice to File Missing Parts of Application was 
mailed to the correct correspondence address to inform applicant of missing fees and declaration. 

Applicant filed the missing fees and declaration on January 20, 2000. 



A review of the record reveals that due to Office error, the first non-final Office action mailed 
January 8, 2001 (paper #11) was inadvertently mailed to an incorrect correspondence address. 
Subsequent to that mailing, a preliminary amendment filed August 25, 2000 was matched to the 
file as paper # 12 and a second supplemental preliminary amendment filed April 6, 2001 was 
m^atched to the file as paper #13. The second supplemental preliminary amendment (paper #13) 
was inadvertently entered by technical support staff as a request for reconsideration of tfie 
pending Office action. 



On May 11, 2001, a new non-final rejection was mailed to the incorrect correspondence address 
This Office action was returned by the U.S. Postal service as undeliverable. In the absence of a 
timely response, the appliacation was held to be abandoned; but no Notice of Abandonment has 
been mailed. 



Although no petition or request to withdraw the holding of abandonment has been filed, the 
holding of abandonment is withdrawn, sua sponte, and the application is restored to pending 
status m view of the Office error in mailing the Office actions to an incorrect correspondence 
address. Furthermore, the non-final Office actions (both paper #11, mailed January 8, 2001 and 
paper # 14, mailed May 1 1, 2001) are hereby vacated, sua sponte, for the same reason. The
